or 
home or of au to or trailer space. 
2. Total 
nu mber 
of 
bathrooms 
p rov ided in the u nit, whether it be 
rooming hou se, camp , sp ace, etc. 
3. (a) The highest rate charged 
for occu p ancy of each room, cabin, 
sp ace, etc., on a daily , week ly and 
monthly basis, for one, two, three or 
more occu p ants du ring the period, 
from March 3, 19 41 to Ap ril 1, 19 41 
both dates inclu siv e; or 
(b) If not rented du ring the abov e 
named p eriod, then the highest rate* 
for each term and nu mber of 
oc­ 
cu p ants that the room, 
etc., 
was 
regu larly offered for rent 
du ring 
said p eriod. 
4. If said room, etc., was neither 
rented nor regu larly 
offered 
for 
rent du ring said p eriod, 
then 
the 
biggest rent for each term and nu m^ 
ber of occu p ants that the room, etc., 
was rented or regu larly offered for 
rent du ring a p eriod of thirty day s 
commencing when it was first rented 
after Ap ril 1, 19 41. 
5. If a single rate was charged for 
room and meals, a fair and reason­ 
able ap p ortionment shou ld be made 
between the charge for 
room 
and 
the charge for meals.

may be obtained at the Area office. 
All registrations of hotels, rooming 
hou ses, tou rist camp s, etc., mu st be 
comp leted and filed in the Area Of­ 
fice by Au gu st 31, 19 42. This final 
date shou ld not be 
confu sed 
with 
that 
of 
hou ses, 
ap artments 
and 
rooms, which is Au gu st 15th. Fail­ 
u re to register any u nit may su bject 
the landlord to a fine of $5,000 
or 
imp risonment of one y ear or both.

A Message To Loyal 
Ameri cans 


In ev ery state and in most commu nities a good start in 
the Salv age Program has been made, and now the framework 
of a salv age organization throu ghou t 
the 
nation 
has 
been 
established. 
A fine job has already been done on the salv age of waste 
p ap er, ru bber and on scrap iron in many localities. 
Now ou r 
great challenge is to do in all localities an eq u ally good job on 
iron and steel scrap , nonferrou s metals and rags. 
In addition, we hav e new resp onsibilities in the salv age of 
su rp lu s cook ing fats and, in certain cities, tin cans. 
The immensity of the task we still face req u ires a step ­ 
p ing u p of the temp o of the Salv age Program. 
If we are 
to 
k eep ou r steel mills going fu ll blast this winter, we mu st in­ 
crease the flow of scrap iron and steel by at least 6 ,000,000 
tons—^25 p er cent more than normal. 
Another v ital scrap material is scrap ru bber. 
With 
the 
enemy controlling ov er 9 0 p er cent of the world’s cru de ru bber 
su pp ly , and with sy nthetic ru bber in v olu me at least a y ear 
away , scrap ru bber has become an essential war material. 
We 
need all we can get. 
Ev ery ev idence we hav e receiv ed indicates that the only 
way we can meet the req u irements of war p rodu ction 
is 
to 
obtain ev ery bit of scrap from ev ery home, ev ery commercial 
establishment, ev ery indu strial enterp rise in the cou ntry . 
This means that u nder y ou r direction ev ery possible sou rce 
of scrap mu st be p eriodically canv assed. 
It means the edu ca­ 
tion and the day -to-day co-op eration of ev ery man, woman and 
child in the cou ntry . 
It means that we cannot afford to relax 
after a single driv e. 
T h e S a lv a g e P rog ra m is not a one -w ee k or a one-m onth 
ca m p a ig n a ny m ore th a n this is a one -w e e k w ar. 
S alv a g e is an 
a ll-ou t c ontinu ing e f f o r t a nd m u st be org a niz e d as su ch. 
Su p p orting y ou r work , we are mak ing arrangements 
in 
Washington and throu gh p riv ate indu stry to step u p the p ro­ 
gram of ap p ealing for scrap materials and of edu cation on its 
disposal. 
We are also tak ing step s to mak e more man p ower 
and eq u ip ment av ailable to local committies. 
This is the p eop le’s job. 
It is a tangible task that any one 
can p erform to help win this war withou t interfering with other 
war work or with p ersonal resp onsibilities.

DEAR EDITOR: 
As y ou k now, a new camp aign for the collecton of iron 
and steel scrap , to be made into imp lements of war, is u nder 
way in Tex as. 
I am writing y ou at this time to ask y ou to as­ 
sist this new effort in ev ery way p ossible, and esp ecially to im­ 
p ress u p on y ou r readers the seriou sness of the situ ation. 
Unless 
we can get in a great v olu me of scrap du ring the su mmer and 
au tu mn, many steel mills will be forced to shu t down and ev ery 
day lost means fewer gu ns, tank s, ship s and shells to sp eed the 
Victory for which we are all work ing. 
May I su ggest that y ou assign some member of y ou r staff 
to maintain contact with the salv age chairman in y ou r city and 
cou nty , that y ou handle the story in y ou r own way , with sp ecial 
attention to hu man-interest incidents, and u se whatev er local 
p hotograp hs which may be possible. Amp le back grou nd material 
will be fou nd in the Official Plan for the National Salv age Pro­ 
gram, a cop y of which is being enclosed. 
May I su ggest also that y ou r rep orter constantly bear in 
mind these p oints: 
1. That this is not ju st another “driv e”, bu t a su stained 
camp aign which mu st now go on u ntil the war is won. 
2. That no p iece of iron or steel scrap is too big or too 
small to be tu rned in. 
3. That if there are big p iles of scrap in dealers’ y ards that 
does not mean that the camp aign is finished. We need all the 
scrap we can get. Bu t the material will be mov ed only on direct 
orders from the steel mills, and those orders will come to u s 
later than they come u p North. 
4. That salv age collection is the greatest op p ortu nity for 
civ ilian p articip ation in the war. Ev ery body wants to do what 
he can to help win the war; here is the chancee for ev ery n\an, 
woman and child to p rov e his p atriotism. 
As Salv age Chairman for the State, I shall greatly ap p re­ 
ciate y ou r assistance and co-op eration in mak ing this camp aign 
an ou tstanding su ccess in Tex as.

“This cou rt does not hesitate

take the life of one traitor if it, in 
tu rn, will help the ju st cau se of the 
United States. 
“This cou rt, in no hesitating and 
u ncertain way , shou ld say 
to

awfu l war the penalty for 
treason 
is death. 
“Disloy al citizens know ev en bet­ 
ter than the cou rt does,” the ju dge 
said, “that a prisoner sentenced 
to

Marshal hanged by the neck u ntil 
he, the said Max Stephan, is dead.”
